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LIFE INSURANCE. 


I t n K a r l y S<ru*re;l*'*i a nd H e v e m n I n 
TIum Co mi tr y . 
The origin of insurance in this coun­ 
try dates from 1751! and had its first 
beginning in Philadelphia. 
The first company was the Philadel­ 
phia Contributionsldp For the Insur­ 
ance of Houses From Losses by Fire, 
and its insignia was four clasped hands, 
which was its house badge. This mark 
may still be seen throughout eastern 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey on old 
time houses. 
The company survived 
till 1S47. 
In 1792 the first life insur­ 
ance company was founded in the 
same city. It was called the Universal 
Tontine. 
The next year similar com­ 
panies were started in Boston and in 
New York. 
Its avowed aim was “for 
the purpose of raising a fund upon lives 
to be applied to charitable and other 
i ea.” 
Its subscription books were 
opened on March 29. and five general 
agents were appointed. 
Some business was done during the 
summer, but in November of that year 
a general meeting of the subscribers 
was colled, and the idea of a general 
Insurance company was suggested and 
met with approval. 
The proposition 
was referred to n committee, aud at an 
adjourned meeting held at the state- 
house on Nov. 12 it was resolved that 
“the Universal Tontine association be 
and is hereby changed from Its original 
object and converted into a society to j jf 
be called the Insurance Company of ! 
North America.” 
Its first policy was j ^ 
Issued to John Maxwell Nesbitt, its j * 
president, for $5.1133.33. It wrote both 
t

$24,000, at I1-, per cent premium, and 
one on the lifeof Albert Brfoisde Beau- 
mez, for eighteen calendar months, In 
the sum of $5,000. 
The demand for 
insurance on life was light, and the 
business, which was finally abandoned 
by the first company, was not revived 
until 18 20, when Hartford men took It 
up and kept it running till it gained 
the great prosperity of modern times.

Step hen 
Fuller, father of the p resent owner, 
of the farm, secured the land sev­ 
enty y ears ago (in 18 36» from the 
government, he having the p atents 
of the original entry . 
Committee at Work. 
The fact that there is any doubt 
about the cement factory coming to 
Dix on will be much regretted. At 
the citizens’ meeting last evening Mr. 
Hughes, chairm an of the meeting, 
ap p ointed a committee comp osed of 
Messrs. 
Hughes, Higgins, 
Laing, 
Stiteley , Brinton, Edwards and Bard- 
well to see what 
could he done at 
a meeting this morning with the rep ­ 
resentatives of the two p arties w'ho 
cannot come to an agreement as to 
the p rice of the land. 
W hy More Land Is Needed. 
Some months ago it was sup p osed 
by the cement comp any that the fac­ 
tory did not need the Fuller land. 
Jt ap p ears now that the first geologi­ 
cal survey of the bluffs p urchased 
was sup erficial. 
Later borings indi­ 
cated that the strip p ing of clay to 
reach the rock is thirty or forty feet 
thick instead of eight or a dozen feet 
as the first survey indicated. 
The 
rock cannot he worked with p rofit 
if too much earth has to he removed 
to reach it, therefore the cement com­ 
p any must have more rock before 
they feel justified in erecting so ex ­ 
p ensive a p lant. 
Should the cement comp any not 
locate in Dix on it. in our 
op inion 
would be sort of a business calamity ; 
but as the m atter has been p laced in 
the hands of a committee of citizens 
Who are quite comp etent to handle 
that, the trouble will be arranged 
satisfactorily to our p eop le as well 
as with the “ Medusa” cement p eop le 
There ap p ears to be only the matter 
of a little m isunderstanding in the 
way of a final setlement. 
Nothing new of any imp ortance 
transp ired today .

Pepin, and with him went two men 
who will assist in cu tting a seven­ 
teen inch qu ality of the best ice the 
Mississippi affords. 
Another bu nch 
of men will sta rt this evening for the 
same field to work while the Channel 
company is eng ag ed on this harvest. 
Becau se the 
winter has been so 
mild, the company was able to store 
only 13,000 tons of ice in its hou ses 
in the east end, and this am ou nt rep 
resents only a little more than half of 
the u su al su pply,which reaches abou t 
20,000 tods. 
W ith March 1 in the 
past, there is little prospect of 
an­ 
other hard freeze, and the company 
cast abou t for the su pply it needed. 
The plan will be to not only ship 
ice here to fill local hou ses, bu t also 
to ship direct from Pepin to the cu s­ 
tomers 
who have ordered 
ice in 
wholesale lots. 
It was larg ely be­ 
cau se of the heavy ou tside bu siness 
— u nu su ally 
larg e becau se of 
the 
lack of ice almost everywhere sou th 
of h e r e —that the northern field was 
invaded by the 
Channel company. 
Thou sands of tons will be cu t near 
Pepin. 
The Union Ice and Coal company 
has resorted to the mill pond oppo­ 
site the Arsenal ilsiand for its su p­ 
ply. and it. has adopted a novel plan 
to g et the ice across the slou g h to its 
hou ses near Twenty-third street.
